ANOTHER week has passed and the 
world is still waiting news of the 
expected naval engagement on which 
such great issues depend, Pressure 
from all quarters, and not least from 
the Freneh Home Government, which 
is undoubtedly sincerely anxious to

important.

ituation. The popular supposition 
is still. that the fortified base at the 
Pescadores is Admiral Togo’s bead- 
quarters and that he is patiently 
waiting there till his enemy chovses 
to venture up toa fight, There is, 
however, another theory which may 
possibly be found to have » sub- 
stantial basis in fact, and it is that 
the supposed base at the Pescadores 
is nothing more thar a bluff, that 
Admiral Togo with his main fleet is 
much nearer home, and that he is 
allowing his phantom, joined with 
time, which is all in his favour, to 
fight his preliminary battles for him 
in the south, Daring as we have seen 
the Japanese navy to be when daring 
has been its cue, it has shown us 
during the last weeks that it can 
be prudent as well. when restraint 
is most effective. The longer the 
Russians are kept ab sea without a 
fight, the tnore difficult will be their 
task’ when the moment for fight 
comes, Their floating supplies of 
coal and provision are being con- 
tinuously denuded, their ships be- 
coming fouler, their men wearied 
and demoralised, by long searching 
for an elusive and dreaded foe. In 
Japan, at all events, the popular 
fed is one of calm confidence in 
the ability of its fleet to deal an 
effective blow when the critical 
moment arrives. 

On land there seems again a dis- 
position on the part of the Russians 
to take the offensive, and it is stated 
that General Kuropatkin has de- 
finitely resigned his command in the 
Manchurian army owing to a dif- 


ference of opinion on this point with 
the Commander-in-chief. Skirmishes 
have been reported during the last 


few days in the neighbourhood of 
Kaiyuan and Changto, which are 
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considerably in the rear of the Ja 
ese advanced post at Fénghua. 
Renewed raids have also beenmadeon 
the north-enstern districts of Corea, 
but in neither case have the Russians 
been in large force and they have 
been pushed back without difficulty. 
‘Along the enormous fronts which 
modem armies have to guard de- 
tached fights may easily take place 
on either side of the line without 
any serfous bearing on the general 
situation. The latest estimate from 
_ Japan is that General Linievitch has 
250,000 troops ou his line of defence 
between Kirin and Chanchun. Mar- 
shal Oyama is gradually moving up 
in that direction, but, holding Muk- 
den, which was the meeting point of| 
many important lines of communica- 
tion, he is in no need for haste, and 
may well be content to allow his 
adversaries, to resume the offensive, 
‘as they have done on two occasions 
now become historical.

Tho total value of the trade 
of Tientsin passing through the native 
Customs for the last four months of 1902 
was as nearly as possible Tis. 22,000,000, 
while the total collection of inland duty 
‘and transit dues in tho whole yoar 1902

Tho section of the 
report dealing with China shows an 
increase of 85 colporteurs and of nearly 
130,000 issues on the record figures of 
the previous year. _ina, it is stated, is 
more open than ever before to the Bible 
and the missionary, and what seems most 
of all needed at presont is a reinforce- 
ment of the missionary agencies.

MACKAY TREATY IN 
PARLIAMENT. —

Now that the question of the carry- 
ingout of the provisions of the Treaby 
of Shanghai by the Chinese Govern- 
ment has been formally raised in 
Parliament, following, as it is under- 
stood, on direct representations by 
the Peking and Shanghai correspon-

It would not have required the con- 
tinued protests of the Chambers of 
Commerce, of the China Association, 
and of the newspapers, to have con- 
vinced a Government, which really 
desired to be informed of the work« 
ing of its Treaty, that something at 
all events was lacking from. the ful. 
filment of its promises, 
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We do not need to repeat the 
statements whieh are forcibly made 
in our correspondence columns by 
‘Mr. Edward S. Little ; they are known 
and recognised by every trader in 
China, though not everyone has the 
courage to come forward and pre- 
sent the facts as they really are. Mr. 
Little goes further than to deny that 
China has “carried out fully any 
single important clause of the 
Mackay ‘Treaty.” He asserts, and 
backs up his assertion with argument, 
that China is“ actively opposing in 
essential particulars its spirit and 
letter.” Our correspondent points to 
an anti-foreign movement in China, 
more dangerous because were in- 
sidious, than that which startled the 
western world four years ago. The 
mandarins have learnt well the lesson 
of 1900, ‘They are just as keen to- 
day to drive the foreigner to the 
coast and b:yond the coast, but they 
do not try to carry their plans into 
execution with rusty swords and 
obsolete flintlocks, Wiles have taken 
the place of ingenuous hostility, and 
they seem likely, unless our Govern- 
ments can be roused to a sense 
of the danger, to be at least as suc- 
cessful, 

These are not random words. It 
is easy to point to the returns for 
Inst year and to say that they show 
a greater volume of trade between 
China ani Great Britain than 
ever before, and to draw from 
this a comforting inference. ‘That 
they do co is not .the result 
of the Mackay Treaty, but in its 
despite. The beef question in the 
Settlement has brought closely home 
to us what a hollow pretence is the 
Chinese Government's engageme .t 
to.reform the methods of taxation 
with a view to the abolition of 
likin. Currency reform is fur- 
ther off than ever, with the mu'- 
tiplication of mints, turning ont 
varieties of debased coinage. Evéry- 
where the foreign trader meets with 
suspicion and diticulty. ‘There is, 
however, hope that the very serious- 
ness of the situation will arouse 
the foreign traders of Shanghai 
to some vigorous effort. There 
has perhaps been a tendency 
hitherto to grumble in public an’ 
private rather than to take any prac- 
tical steps Lo secure an improvement. 
Things have been allowed to rab 
along, with an occasional speech of

A Great Storm. 

‘The three cities of Wu-Han have just 
been visited by one of the most terci 
storms that have been known 
many years. ‘Tho glass had fallon stoadily 
for two days, and on the afternoon of the 
18th, this Son of the Ocoan, a milo wide 
at this point, began to be rough, the 
storm gradually increasing in strength 
during the night and the next morning, 
and reaching its height during the after- 
noon of the 19th. The grestest excite- 
mont existed along the river banks, the 
boatmen who owned smaller craft pulled 
their boats out of danger on to the land- 
ing slips, but many medium-sized craft 
wore abandoned by their owners, some 
were dashed to pieces against the 
Hanyang Bund, while others, mixed 
‘among pieces of wreckage, floated hope- 
lessly down stream. ‘Tho lorcha anchor- 
age is situated off Hanyang between the 
East Gate and the Iron Works, and about 
fifteen lorcbas lay quietly at anchor 
when the storm commenced, and it was 
that the greatest 

watched them 
tossi wly drifting wtth 
their anchors dragging. Only one stayed 
fast. wwfal crash a8 one collides 
with another, smashing its own bowsprit 
to splinters ‘and springing a leak in the 
other. The men work frantically at the 
amps, however, sud manage to keep 
the ship afloat. Now s splash, and 
another, and another, as the main . 
masts of four of the _ vessels 

are sawn through aid fall over into the 

water. Most of the ships heist a little 

sail and with great difficulty’ and danger 

gain a safer snchorage at the south end of 

Wuchang. One lorcha, however, is not 

so fortunate for it ia evident that she 

‘pas -systaived serious damage, Hor 
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mast and hatchways were carried away 
‘and the huge waves washed into the hold 

‘The unfortunate vesse! 
xhe came op; to the 
hen she turnet over on 
the ‘two remain masts: 
touched the water and then sank. Fif- 
twen out of the sixteen men on board 
succeeded in getting away in boate, but 
one, the ship's carpenter, was drowne |. 
The wrecked vessel had on board x valu- 
able cargo consisting of coal, timber, and 
rice valued at Tis. 19,000.

‘These should 
board every steamer coming from an 
infected port, lay hands upon all sick 
people and take them ashore, and then 
release the ship. This work may be done 
along with the foreign doctor, but the 
latter is by no means to be allowed to ex- 
ercise his own unfettered discretion. Tho 
Deputy regards the present quarantining 
of infected vessels, and apparently healthy 
passengers, a8 contrary to all reason. Ho 
would also like to see a stop put to the 
present embargo upon the export of 
corpses during plague time. Ho con- 
siders that there are sufficient means 
available in the country to ensure the 
bona-fides of a corpse whose relatives de- 
clare that it is not » victim of plague. 
With such a declaration, franked by the 
native magistrates, no foreign doctor 
should be allowed to prevent the export 
of coffins with contents. These rules 
still wait for the sanction of the suthori- 
ties, and probably will wait. We may 
‘expect a good doal of light on pressing 
problems when the foreign relations of 
port are in the hands of so enlighten- 
an official.

necessity for some definite 
understanding and procedure in regard 
to hospital accommodation of foreign 
paupers in the Settlement, as also to’ 
defraying the cost of burial of such 
paupers deceased. In recent years, the 
number of foreigners of all nationalities 
without visible means of subsistence has 
steadily increased, and cases have oc- 
curred where the Consulates concerned 
have declined responsibility for the 
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expenses above-mentioned. The Jouncil; 
in drawing your attention to this matter, 
would request that the Consular Body 
should consider the same and, if posaible, 
come to some arrangement making for 
uniformity of procedure in regard to hos- 
pital accommodation and burial of foreign 
poupers. The Council would suggest 
‘that for ordinary sick cases, the free 
beds at the Shanghai General Hospital 
should continue to be used under existing 
conditions; as regards infectious disease 
cases, tho Council is prepared to charge 
for persons certified by. their Consular 
authorities to be without fund: 
rate of Tl. 1 per day in the common 
ward. As regards burial of paupors, an 
agreement has been made limiting’ the 
undertaker’s charges, and the Council 
can therefore arrange for the burial of 
such persons at an inclusive charge of 
Tis. 20. In the case of foreigners without 
Consular representatives, the Council is 
prepared to defray the charges above-men- 
tioned, but where nationality is recognised 
it appears to the Council reasonable and 
just that the expense should in every case 
borne by the Consulate concerned. (At 
present this practice is gonerally. but not 
giver in force. Inasmuch as, & 
large majority of the indigent persons who 
require medical treatment or who die in 
the Settlement are of the ing 
and not residents the Consular Body will 
no doubt concur in the view that, other 
considerations apart, it is not fitting that 
‘expenses incurred in respect of such per+ 
sons should be defrayed by the taxpayers 
of this community. 

‘The Council therefore requests that this 
matter may receive the attention of the 
Consular Body and truste that a compre-

doubtedly 0 to these revelations 
that Earl Perey bss been compelled to 
confess before Parliament the ignor- 
‘ance of the Government. We must now 
stic up the Government from ite lethargy 
and endeavour to get Lord Lansdowne to 
take some action commensurate with pre- 
sont reqnirements. 

I make here formally the charge 
against the Chinese Government that it 
has not only failed to carry ont fully any 
siagle important clause of the Mackay 
‘Treaty, but that China is actively oppos- 
ing in essential particulars both its spirit 
and letter. I shall be happy to scknow- 
ledge my error in public if I am shown 
to be wrong in the above statement. 

‘As to the first part of my charge, viz., 
that China has failed to carry out any 
igle important clause of the Treaty it 
is ouly necessary to point out a clause of 
the Treaty actually in full operation to 
rebut or modify that statement. I 
acknowledge an improvement in the case 
of drawbacks, but refer especially to im- 
portant points named below. 

Briefly I should like to bring to light a 
fow facts in substantiation of the second 
part of the charge, viz that China is 
actively opposing both the spirit snd 
letter of the Treaty, 

—The conservancy of the Huangpu of 
earlier date than the Treaty.—In spite 
of countless dispatches and meetings and 
the strongest pressure from every com- 
mercial and politioal body in Shanghai and 
elsewhere, continued through five years, 
China absolutely refuses to budge and 
the very first step towards the Mangura- 
tion of this reform has yet to be taken, 
2.—Coinage.—The Chinese Govern- 
ment promised to institute a uniform 
national coinage. Instead of this 
confusion has become worse confound- 
ed. Coins of all sorts and conditious 
from some sixty mints are being 
constantly multiplied and debased, and 
‘to such an extent that a financial crisis’ 
is one of the probabilities of the future 
unless the evil is stopped as you, Sir, 
s0 ably pointed out in a recent articl 
Instead of one national coinage there are 
now dozens. The G is robbing 
the people and debasing its coinage and 
acting in direct violation of the express 
stipulation of the,Treaty. 
3.—Mining—China entered into “so- 
lemn engagements,” to quote Sir James 






























Mackay, that she would open the country 
to mining on Western principles and that 
Chinese and foreigners should be treated 
alike and with equal justice, explicitly 
stating that “within one year” from the 
signing of tho Treaty she would “ initiate 
and conclude” a series of mining 
laws based on Western procedure. 
Has she done this? On the contrary, 
she bas trkon every step 

to make mining by foreigners impossibl 
Lhave myself seen an official procla 
tion giving a Chinese company permission 
to mine, but containing a clause that the 
permit would be forfeited if any foreigners 
were admitted to the company and for- 
bidding the employment of foreign capital 
oven in the nature of a loan. 

It was reported recently in the daily 
Press that the Board in Peking had in- 
sorted a clause in the Regulations forbid- 
ding any foreigner to have any share in 
any mining enterprise in China. Compare 
this with the Trosty regulation! China 
has gone out of her} way to insult the 
‘Treaty Powers. 

To-day, some three years after the 
‘Treaty was signed, no regulation as called 
for is in existence, and the fact remains, 
that the officials will not grant mining 
Permits to foreigners, except oh con- 
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ditions which are tantamount to refusing 
the same. 

Taxation.—This was the “big feature” 
of the Treaty, and all kinds of im- 
provements wete promised. Sir James 
Mackay was confident Chinese 
Government meant to institute re- 
forms. I venture to affirm that Chi- 
nese taxation is now worse than 
it has ever been. Since the Mackay 
Treaty has beon signed things have gone 
from bad to worse, taxation hes in- 
creased and foreign goods are not re- 
spected as they formerly were. Travsit 
passes are often utterly iguored and 
goods taxed by likin officials quite re- 
gardless of the extra payment of the 
half duty, Employés-of British firms are 
arrested, imprisoned, and fiued and re- 
dress is difficult or impossible to obtain. 
British Consular archives, if opened to 
the public, would disclose many instances 
in proof of this aasert Let the Go- 
vernment make the Tientsin Treaty effec- 
tive and we shall be much better off their 
now. 
4.—Inland Navigation.—Instend of as- 
sisting development along these lines the 
Chinese Government takes all possible 
steps to obstruct, as certain recent cases 
show. 
5.—Trade Marke, (Patents, Copyright,

Treaty regulations can be adduced. 

In spite of all these facts Karl Percy 
tells the British public the Government 
have no information that the British 
‘Troaty has been ignored. I challenge Earl 
Percy to make a positive statement 
tell us that the British Treaty i 
in any of the above-esson 

As a matter of fact since 
of the British Treaty a strong at 
wave has set in throughout Government 
circles, Every possible step is being 
taken to hinder foreigners in their legi 
timate development of trade, Aud they 
are encoureged in this by the fxot that 
they are not called to account by the 

itish Government, which calmly allows 
itself to be ineulted by the open disregard 
of its Tresty. Three yoars after th 
signing of the Treaty uot one of its 
portant clanses has been made effective 
in the face of this patent fact Earl Peroy 
tells us the Government have no know- 
ledge that the Treaty has been ignored. 
This is a “record” even for the British 
Government. It is surely high time this 
state of affairs came to an end. .

Mercifal Laws. 

We received the report of Wa Ting-fang 
id Shén Chis-péo with regard to the 
ion of the laws of the Empire to meet 
the requirements of the present age. As 
a matter of fact, death hy deca, itation was 
the severest punishment permitted in the 
laws of the Imperial dynasty (before the 
conquest of China), but wien our ances- 
tors entered this founery the old laws of 
the preceding Ming dynas'y were em- 
bodied into our own, in consequence of 
wnich such extreme sontences as’ death 
by Lingeh‘ih (slicing process) and the 
like was allowed in order to serve as a 
warning to the wicked and reckless. This 
sort of punishment is vot a merciful one 
‘aud is contrary to our desire in the dispen- 
sation call eae and mercy. In view of 
this, therefore, since our Mioisters are 
enznged in the work of revising our laws 
we hereby command that only the sentence 
of decapitation shall be put on criminals 
guilty of the death penalty, and furth 
command that from hencefoith the 
tences of Lingch‘ih, exposure of the hea 
after decapitation, and beheading the 
corpse of a mal factor, under sentence of 
ds capitation when alive, shall bo abolished 
for ever. As fos criminals who, under 
the old laws, are now awaiting death eithor 
hy Lingeh'th or have been sentenced to 
decapitation with exposure of the hexd 
xferwards let them merely be summarily 
beheaded. Those wh» have been sen- 
te: ced to summary deespitativn shall have 
it changed to summary strangulation, 
while criminals condemned 10 summary 
strangulation are to wait until the grand 
autumn assizes for final hearing. Persons 
under sentence of decapitation after tho 
assizes shall be siranyled after the grand 
autumn assizes, that is to say each sen- 
tence already given is according to this 
decree to be commuted one degree. A 
person, moreover, who has been found 
upon trial to be an accessory before the 
fact is to be punished, but anyone not under 
this category is to be relvased. Further- 
more the puni-hment of branding @ 
criminal and such like is als» to be abo!ish- 
ed. The memorialists are also command- 
ed to work diligently and carefully in the 
duty which his been given them to per- 
form and to luse no time over it so that 
the revised laws may be speedily printed 
and published for the knowledge of the

Trouble in the Nanking 
Military Academy. 

‘The “ Shenpao” has the following :— 
Several days ago three students of the 
Nanking Mil Academy were found 
to have secretly taken out of: tho 
Academy some of the firearms used by 
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the students for drilling purposes. Thi 
‘were arrested and personally question: 

by Viceroy Chou Fu, who wished to 
make an example by summsrily bo- 
heading them. Fortunately for them, 
however, they were rescued from such 
1a death by the enlightened Provincial 
Treasurer of Kianghusi, H. E. Huang 
Ohion-kuan, who advised the Viceroy 
not to show such severity, and so the 
three students were banded over to tho 
Nanking prefect. Viceroy Chou Fu then 
telegraphed to Viceroy Chang Chih-tung 
asking what the latter would advise him 
to doin the matter. The reply was that, if 
there was no evidence of any intention 
part of the students to organise 
yn, it would not be advisable to 
decapitate them. The three students 
having beon handed over to the Nanking 
prefect for trial, he found one of them

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DEATH OF DR. 
EDKINS. 


Universal regrot will be felt at the news of 
the death of the Rev. Dr. J. Edkins, which 
sad event took place on Sunday night at 
his residence at 7 o'clock. He was taken 
ill about a week ago with pneumonia, and 
yesterday at the time mentioned he 
passed peacefully and quietly away, being 
unconscious at the time. By his death 
China loses one of its most ilustrious 
missionaries and'sinologues. ° 

Dr. Edkins was born nearly 82 years 
ago near Stroud, in Gloucestershire. Hi 
took hin degree at the London University 
in 1843, and arrived in Shanghai in con- 
nection’ with the London Missionary 
Society in 1848. He was welcomed to 
China by Dr. Modburst (the father of 
Sir Waltor Medhurst) who was the first 
Protestaut Missionary in Central China. 

In 1861 Dr. Bdkins pushed north from 
Shanghai after the cessation of host 
ties in connection with the Taiping re 
bellion, and first at Chofoo for « short 
time, then at Tientsin, and finally at Pok- 
ing, he laboured energetically and suc- 
cossfully, earning the respect and love of 
his colleagues as well as of othors who 
wore priviledged to know him. 

About the yoar 1880 he accepted an 
important position in the Government de- 

tment of the Chinese Imperial Customs. 

fe, however, kept up his connection with 
the London Missionary Society, and the 
last two or throe years had charge 
service every Sunday afternoon i 
London Mission Chapel in Shangh: 

Dr, Edkins was married three simes, his 
third wife surviving to mourn his loss. 

Dr. Edkins has left behind him» re- 
putation for profound scholarship and 
persevering industry, of whi 
able works from his pen bear 
testimony. He was recognised in every 
land as an authority. of the very 
highest rank on all subjects pertaining to 
China—its history, philosophy, philol 
aud culture. Up’ to the very Inst 
unimpaired powers were devoted to

Althongh over 80 years of 
age he was hale aud vigorous, and gave 
owe the appearnuce of being nenrer three 
than fonrscore years of age. Of his kind

LECTURE ON THE CARBON 
PROCESS. 
(Concluded.) 


Before leaving the subject of sonsi- 
lising, it may be mentioned that 
bichromate of potash is very poisonous 
with some people’ when absorbed into 
the system through the skin, especially 
if the skin be broken or cut in any way. 
‘Many people do not find this so, but it 
is a8 well to use rubber fingerstalls 
when dabbling in the sensitising bath. 

Practically no visible image is pro- 
daced by exposure to light, so some 
method has to be adopted for timing the 
exposure. First exposures must neces- 
sarily be purely experimental, but asa 
guide carbon tissue, roughly’ speaking, 
would be sufficiently exposed when P, 
O. P. uuder a similar negative to that 
being used for Carbon, were about half 
printed. This, however, would be a very 
unsatisfactory way of working. The 
best plav is to use some kind of an 
actinometer. I have several here to 
night; the one I use is not only simple 
‘and easily made, but is very effectit 

Cut some fine tissue paper into strips 
and attach one to piece of clean glass, 
say quarter-plate size, with some colour 
Jess adhesive, Exactly over this, but 
within half an inch from the end of it, 
stick a second strip, a third within half 
an inch of the second and so on until 
you have @ strip of papers one layer 
thicker at each halfinch. In the centre 
ofeach half-inch print in black ink, 
letters or figures from A, or }, upwards, 
The rest of the glass may be blocked 
out, leaving only the graduated strip: of 
paper, place the whole in a printing 
frame as though it were a negative, the 
side with the paper strips representing 
the film side. Place a piece of P. 0. P. 
in contact, close the frame, and place it 
to print alongside the frame in which 
the carbon print is being made, 80 as to 
receive exactly the same amount of 
light. 

‘The first print must be more or less 
guess work, but as a guide, expose 
another pieee of P. O. P. under s similar 
class of negative to the one you 
are making the carbon print from, 
and when that is about half printed, 
withdraw the’ frames and turn your 
actinometer face down thus stopping 
printing any further. 

Now develop the carbon tissue, and 
should it prove to have been correctly 
exposed, examine the paper in your 
actinometer, and you will probably find 
the image of the paper strips printed 
through to the third. or fourth strip, 
with tho figure in each clearly visible. 
Make a note of the highest figure that 
has been printed and no matter what 
the light. be, on all future occasions 
‘when printing in carbon from that nega- 
tive, you have but to examine your 
actinometer and when that certain 
figure is visible, you know that the print 
is finished. Should the first experi- 
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mental print prove to be urider-exposed, 
then try again until one or two higher 
figures are visible in the Actinometer, or 
should it be overexposed, ‘stop the next 
print when the actinometer has printed 
a figure less. By registering these num- 
bers, you have an infallible guide for} 
printing at any time, while a comparison, 
of other negatives with those already 
tested, will give a good idea at about 
what figure to stop printing. 

Whenever possible, carbon prints 
shoald be developed the same day they 
are printed. A peculiar festare of the 
process is that a print when: takea 
from the frame continues to gain 
strength, even if keptin absolate dark- 
ness. This “continaing” action is 
practically stopped if tho tissue be 
stored in an air-tight tube or box 
taining .calciam chloride, aud this 
should be done if it is not’ possible to 
develop soon after printing. Under 
certain circumstances, this continuing 
action of the light may prove advan- 
tageons. When ander-exposare ix 
known or suspected it can be compen- 
sated for by keeping the tissne for a 
time in an ordinary drawer or box. It 
is not well to rely too mach on this 
continuing action, aa it is not under 
control; it varies considerably, accord 
ing to the hamidity of the atmosphere, 

fe now come to the developing, and 
this may be done in gaslight, or even 
subdued daylight. 

We will first consider tho single trans- 
fer process which is recommended to 
the beginner as the simplest, aud one 
most generally used. 

‘A propared paper, known as “Single 
transfer” paper is employed, aud is of 
paper thinly coated with a solution a 
gelatine and chrome alum. This, 
paper can be bought, already prepared, 
in several varieties of thickness, colour, 
and finish, or if preferred, it is quite an 
easy mavter to prepare any paper your- 
self ; other eubstances such as opal glass, 
etc, may also be used. 

The transfer paper, which should be 
a trifle larger than the carbon tissue, is 
placed in a dish of cold water face up- 
wards, for a few minutes. The: carbon- 
tissue is then immersed, face downwards, 
in the same dish. The print will shew 
‘a tendency to curl, face inwards ; after a 
few seconds it will commencs to uncurl 
or straighten out. Just before the 
print bacomes quite flat it should be: 
brought into contact with the transfer 
paper under water, the two lifted out 
face to face, placed on. the squeegeeing 
board and firmly squeegeed together. 
For this purpose a flat squeegee is neces- 
sary. It is very necessary that the print 
be brought into contact with the trans- 
fer paper just at it becomes flat; if left 
soaking too long, it will refuse to adhere. 

‘After aqueegeeing, the priat should be 
placed between blotting paper under 
moderate pessure and allowed to parti- 
ally dry for about 15 minutes. While 
this partial drying is taking place other 
ptints may be soaked and squeegeed. 

After drying for 15 minutes the tissue 
should be placed in cold water, This is 
a departure from ordinary practice, but 
it prevents the tissue from becoming in- 
soluble and rendering development diffi 
cult, which would often be the case if it 
were loft too long between squeegeeing 
and development. This will be found

of great advantage if several prints are 
being done. 

For development we require a fairly 
deep dish and hot water. The dish is 
filled with water at a temperature of 
90° F. to 100° F. The print is taken 
from the cold water and submerged 
into the hot water, the original support 
being uppermost. In a short time the 
coloured gelatine will be seen oozing out 
from the edges of the paper. When this 
happens, a corner of the backing paper 
should be carefully lifted, and if it lifts 
easily, it should, without stopping, be 
gently pulled away from the transfer 
Paper, keeping the whole under the 
surface of the water during the opera- 
tion. If the backing paper does not 
easily come off, it should be left soak- 
ing a little longer and a fresh attempt 
made from another corner. 

The print then has not a very pro- 
mising appearance. It is a mass of 
semi-liquid jelly, supported by the 





transfer paper. 


By moving it about, and allowing the 


water to gently flow over it, the more 
soluble parts of the gelatine will wash 
away. The print can then be taken and 
laid-carefully on a piece of glass or zinc 
and gently laved with the hot water. 
‘The details will gradually brighten up 
and eventually the image will fully 
develop.

If the print is found 
to be ander-exposed, it should be 
transferred for a few minutes to cold 
water and then completed in slightly 
warm water only. Moderate over 
pri may be compensated for by 
longer developmeut in the normal 
hath, or the temperature of the water 
may” be caised uutil the tis 
sufficiently reduced. Instead of thi 
little carbonate of soda may be added, 
and in extreme cases the temperature 
may be raised and the soda added as 
well, 

If not quite sure of the proper ex- 
posure, I myself prefer to err on the 
side of over-rather than under-exposure; 
it is often possible to save an overex- 
| posed print, when in the case of one 
under-exposed, the defect is often dis- 
covered too late to be remedied. 

It is not necessary to renew the water 
in the developing bath. However

dirty it may get, the prints will emerge 
bright and clean. Prints of various 
colours may be developed in the same 
bath without staining or loss of quality. 
It is necessary to keep adding hot water 
occasionally as the temperature of the 
bath falls.

So far we have only considefed the 
single transfer process. For those sub- 
jects in which the reversal of left to 
right is inadmissible double transfer is 
necessary. This is very simple, hence 
you need not hesitate to employ it when- 
ever desirable, although the single trans- 
fer is simpler, in that it involves less 
trouble. 

We require for this a temporary 
support, on whieh the print is to be 
developed, instead of the single transfer 
paper. This may be either paper or 
opal. The paper supports are much 
easier to use, they consist of thick paper 
coated with a heavy coating of gelatine 
and shellac. They require to be waxed 
before using. The waxing solution, 
which should be purchased ready pre- 
pared, is composed of yellow resin, pure 
‘beeswax, and turpentine. A small pool 
is poured on the centre of the support 
and rapidly rubbed over its entire 
surface, with a piece of fluffless fabric, 
the excess of solution being rubbed off 
with a second piece. This requires to 
be done at least two hours before using, 
so that the turpentine and other solvents 
of the wax may thoroughly evaporate, 
‘They should be hung up and freely ex- 
posed to the air, will keep almost 
indefinitely if preserved from dust, ete. 

The operation of development is 
exactly the same as when using single 
transfer paper, this time using the waxed 
temporary support in its stead. A little 
longer soaking of the support in water 
before squeegeeing is necessary, and a 
longer immersion in the alum bath, as 
the bichromate stains are not so readily 
removed, as with the. softer, single 
transfer papers, 

After washing, the prints should be 
dried before the second transfer is 
attempted. With great care this can be 
done before drying, but there is more 
risk of injuring the print then. 

The final support is prepared with a 
moderately thick coating of gelatine 
and can be obtained commercially in 
several varieties, it should be cut slight- 
ly larger than the print but smaller than 
the temporary support. 

‘To make the final transfer, soak the 
final support in water at about 90° F, 
until the Gelatine surface in soft or 
spongey. The print, on its temporary 
support is immersed in a bath of cold 
water until limp. The final transfer 
paper is then placed in the cold 
water and brought into contact with 
the print; withdraw the two care- 
fully together, to avoid air bubbles, 
squeegee lightly but firmly together, 
and hang up to dry. When thoroughly 
dry, the print may be stripped off by 
gently lifting from one corner and 
palling it away from the temporary 
support. 1f the opecatio. of transfer- 
ring has been properly done, the pi 
will leave the temporary support easily, 
No further treatment is necessary and 
you have your print now with a non- 
reversed image. 

The carbon process lends itself well 
to making traosparencies-and lantern 
slides; for this a special transparency 
tissue is used, containing a larger pro- 
portion of pigment, extra-finely ground. 

They are printed, mounted, and 
developed exactly as an ordinary car- 
bon print, using ‘a glass plate as sup- 
port, instead of paper. 
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‘The glass must be first coated- with a 
solution of gelatine, which has been 
rendered 
of bichromate of potash or chrome 
alum. Glass properly coated can 
be purchased from dealers in carbon 
supplies, 

‘Transparencies intended for use as 
lantern slides should be developed until 
the highest lights are clear glass, with 
not too much density in the shadows, 
while those intended for the production 
of enlarged negatives should show every 
detail both in the highest lights and 
deepest shadows. 

For transparencies, the single transfer 
is sufficient: as lantern slides, they need 
only be put in the lantern the reverse 
way to usual, and you have the picture 
right on the screen. 

‘As the speed of carbon tissue is too 
slow for enlarging in the usual way, en- 
larged negatives mast be made, and for 
this, carbon transparencies are eminent- 
ly suited. If the enlarged negative is to 
be printed in carbon, the transparency 
is to be placed in the lantern in the 
usual way, and a reversed negative is 


the result, hence single transfer only is i 


necessary, 

If it is desired that the enlarged’ nega- 
tive be not reversed, the film of the 
transparency should be turned toward 
the illuminant enlarging. 

A great deal more might be said 
about the process did time permit; of| 
the many uses to which it might be put, 
the various methods to produce differ- 
ent results and many other things. I 
think however I have detained you long 
enough. I have not attempted to give 
anything like a complete treatise on the 
subject, but merely an idea of how to 
start work, to those who know nothing 
of the process.

From 1843 to 1898 the farhing system 
was in vogue in the Philippines, its 
purpose being to raise revenue and to 
check the opium vice smong the Filipinos, 
prohibition being considered an impos- 
sible utopia. Although this system pro- 
hibited the sale of opium to Filipinos 
and forbade their entering public smoking- 
shops, they were contaminated by the 
vice in all the provinces, though only 
to a small de From the statistics 
which we have secured and which accom- 
pany this report, it is clearly seen that 
the provinces in which the vice is the 
most widely spread are Negros Oriental, 
Negros Occidental, Capiz, Surigao, Oaga- 
yan, and Isabela; there being many 
pueblos in which the vice is unknown 
among the natives, owing to the lack of 
social contact with the Chinese. The 
swallowing of pills is exceptional among 
those who abandon themselves to the 
vice, and hypodermic injections are 
unknown, ‘The average number of 
smokers in the pueblos varies between 

and *. Filipino women 
rarely use opium, and the drug is never 
administered to children. 

‘As an exception to this rale may be 
mentioned the pueblo of Tayasan in 
Negros Oriental, where the vice has taken 
hold of entire families. We may place 
the numb-" of Filipinos addicted to this 
vice at approximately — 

From this analysis of the con 
affecting the use of opium in the Phi 
pines, it is easy to soo that absolute and 
immediate probibition would not prohibit, 
an opinion confirmed by its failure to do 
so in cortain districts of Java where it is 
in effect. 

The medical criterion, the suprem 
tribunal to {which we must appeal in thi 
problem, explains to us why the prohibi 
tive system is o failure in the places 
where tho vice oxisty. A superficial 
analysis of the physiological processes 
entering into the opium habit shows us 
that in all inveterate habitués three 
phenomens are present: (1) The irre- 
pressible craving for opium; (2) the 
gradual increase of the dosage; and (3) 
intoxication, These three phenomens 
constitute the physiologic picture of th 
opium habitué; they pursue him as the 
shadow does his body. The external 
evidence of intoxication appears after a 
longer or shorter period, varying accord- 
ing to the susceptibility of the individual. 

(1) The irrepressible craving for opiam, 
—This phenomens forms one of the most 
noticeable characteristics of the opium 
habitué. At regular hours of the day he 
is seized, in a manner wellnigh fatal, by 
sensation, as imperious as 
the sense of hunger. This craving, which 
constitutes @ passion, is » veritable mania 
(the morphiumsucht of the Germans). A 
phenomenon often observed is the neces- 
sity of causing infants, newly born of 
opium-smoking mothers, to inhale the 
smoke of opium in order to revive them. 
This craving, therefore, is not « fitful 
phenomenon subject to the caprice of the 
will, but is one of vital permanency. 













































Medico-legal statutes admit as 
anindisputable fact the irresponsibility 
of the habitué during periods of sbstin- 
ence.

It may therefore be said to be 
8 fact generally admitted that the opium 
habitué, when seized by this maniacal 
craving, is irresponsible, a fact confirmed 
by the meny instances in which such 
habitués have committed criminal acts as 
a result of being deprived of the drug. 
(2) The gradual increase of the dosage. 
—The story is told that in ancient times 
‘King Mithridates, fearful of being poison- 
ed, was so cautious that ho used regularly 
to take cortain poisons in small doses in 
order to inure himself to them so that 
when maliciously administered to him by 
an enomy their effects might not prove 
mortal. This is how the practice has 
originated of giving the nam 
habit” or “ mitbridatism ” to the prop. 











or 
ties which cortain poisonous drags, such 


as morphine and arsenic, bave of inducing 
an attenuation of their effects when - 
larly administered to porsons. In o: 
to obtain the deceived effects the smoker 
finds himself obliged periodically to 
increase his doso of opium, the amount 
of increase depending upon the economic 
resources which the habitaé has for 
continuing the practice, and also toa 
greater or loss degree upon his will- 
power, This explains the statement 
that the consumption of opium 
increases or docroasos according to the fall 
or rise of commercial prosperity, and that 
the Malays, who ase rule possess less solf- 
control than tlie Chinese, are more harmed 
by the effects of opium than the latter. 
(8) Intoxication.—Daily observation 
shows that the phenomenon of intoxica- 
tion is not apparent at the beginning ; on 
the contrary, for some time the smoker 
enjoys excellent health, tho ailments 
which led him to contract the vice dis- 
appear, and even his mental and repro- 
ductive functions soom improved. But 
after a longer or shorter period, varying 
according to the susceptibility of the 
individual, the phenomena of poisoni 
are not slow t» appear ; the brief pori 
of good health is followed by that of 
intoxication with its digestive disorders 
and emaciation; the moral and mental 
condition becomes clouded, the sexual do- 
sires aro dulled, and the end is reached ina 
physical, mental, and moral degeneration. 
As correlary to what wo havo

Manifest as is the impossibility of 
adopting absolute and immediate prohi- 
bition in the Philippine Islands, we maj 
now proceed to discuss the policy whic 
shall be the most suitable and the most, 
practicable in protecting the inhabitants’ 
of the Philippines from the inroads of 
this social 

The first thing that we should bear in 

ind in discussing this question isthat 
at the present time the uso of opium 
fortunately does not constitute as grave 
& social calamity in the Philippines 
as it does in the neighbouring territories. 
‘As we have alresdy observed, the propor- 
tion’of Filipino smokers to the entire 
population of the islands is insignificant, 




















‘save in three or four pueblos. The 
danger therefore lies in the tendency of 


foreing| the vice to grow and spread, until the 
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number of victims, now inconsiderable, 
may at some future time reach point 
where it shall constitute an slarming 
evil. As long as the present Chinese 
Exclusion Act continues in force, there 
can be no influx of opium smokers from 
without; and with a steady effort of the 
Government to prevent an increase in the 
number of proselytes to the vice within, 
the habit will be confined to those who 
aro already its slavos. 

In connection with what has been 
suggested, ‘we would recommend, as a 
general policy, the measures tried with 
80 large a dogroo of success in Formosa 
and Java, so modifying them as to make 
their provisions as efficacions and as 
nearly conformable to the peculiar con- 
Aitions of these islands as possible. 

‘We would recommend the adoption of 
‘a nystem of exclusive government mono- 
poly, limiting the right of importation, 
wholesale and retail, of opium to the 
Government. The exercise of this go- 
vernmental function should be entrusted 
to upright, intelligent, honourable, and 
woll-recommended persons, following the 
practice observed in Java, with th 
joot of eliminating from so responsibl 
trust all personal and commercial inter- 
este which would tend to extond the sal 
ofthodrug. It is understood that this 























‘system of monopoly shall be replaced as 
soon as practicable by one of absolute 
prohibition. ; 

(2) Wo would recommend the adoption 
of a system of registration and licensing 
for all chronic smokers, limiting the right 
to prooure opium in definite quantities to 
them, 

(8) As ® corrective and ducati 
moasuro, we would recommend the 
mulgation of a law depriving all Filipino 
‘opium habitnés of the right of franchise 
and making them ineligible to all public 
‘offices, municipal, provinci i 

(4) We would recommond the adop 
of a measure providing for the gratuitous 
treatment of all habitués wishivg to free 
thomselves from the opium vice.

By his Honour—Witness had never been 
paid in advance. 

Defendant stated that he was away i 
November, and on his return plaintiff 
for an advance of fodder money, which wa 
given to him, Since then he had alway 
paid. the money in advance 
During witness’s absence his horse w: 
sick and had to go to Dr. Pratt's, so tha 
the mafoo did not have to provide hie 


fodder. 

Plaintiff admitted that daring his mas- 
ter’s absence the horse had to be sent to 
Dr. Pratt for two weeks. His mater only 
gave him two weeks’ fodder money on hia 
return, Witness still owed money at the 
shop where he bought the fodder in Nan- 
king Road.

Burpank? Who is Burbank? 


‘The question is as certain as the com- 
ing cf the suo, and we may answerin 
the first place that Burbank’s is a 
name which will go down to posterity 
in the honoured list of those who 
through great tribulation have 
arrived at complete success, who 
have part'y coaxed, and partly forced 
nature (o yield her secrets and show 
to man the manner in which she 
may most effectively be wooed and 
won. Copernicus, Newton, Dar- 
wio, Palissy the Potter, snd Good- 
year, each in his way, earned this 
distinction, this immortality, and 
Burbank belongs to the same noble 
family. To the question we would 
then reply by a quotation from a 
paper in the current number of the 
“Century Magazine:”—He is the 
man “who has known what it is to 
feel the cruel pangs of hunger, who 
has slept in noisome places when he 
could call no roof his own, and 
who has done the most repugnant 
and disagreeable labour to earn a 
pittance to keep soul and body to- 
gether, who has fought off fever when 
he had not money enough to pay for 
the pint of milk which stood between 
him and possible death, who has 
steadily denied himself all the minor 
luxuries of life and many of its com- 
forts, the man who until a few years

‘Those acquainted with the story 
of Palissy in his search for the glaze 
which ever since has beautified our 
earthenware, or of Goodyear in his 
ardent experiments for an india- 
rubber that would not melt with 
heat, will need no more than the 
foregoing to enable them to picture 
down to its winutest details the 
struggle in which for many years 
Burbank of Santa Rosa bas ‘been 
engaged. fothing now remains, 
however, but to perfect the system 





already proved possible, and to blazon 
forth to the world, not by advertise- 
ment, that is unnecessary, but by the 
universal dispersion of its blessings, 
the great things which this newest of 
great men has done for the good of 
the human race for all time to come.

made. And yet, it is beyond human 
nature to repress that impatient 
exclamation which has fo'lowed 
such discoverics since the begin- 
ning, Why was it not done before? 
‘There is nothing new under the sun; 
there is nothing new in the theories 
of Burbank. For a long time we 
have known that, in the vegetable 
world as in the animal, there are male 
and female, and what careful selec- 
tion and crossing can do in the latter 
has been plain ever since we have 
had variety in. the breeds of horses, 
dogs, and cattle. ‘The new discoverer 
has but applied these principles to 
the world of plants, and just as from 
the diminutive wild pony we have 
bred the British dray-horse, so from 
a tiny plum he has produced a new 
variety with fruit as big as a pear. 
Did we say a new variety? Not 
‘one, but 300,000! Three hundred 
ithousand distinct varieties of plums 
‘are now growing in the gardens of 
the new wizard in California, And 
plums, of course, are but one of the 
many fruits and other plan's on 
which the new treatment is being 
tried. White blackberries, bursting 
with juicy richness, tempt the thirsty 
visitor to taste for the first time a 
new “creation.” The “primus” berry, 
‘a cross between the raspberry and 
blackberry, looks still more promis- 
ing, while the “ plumcot,” the pro- 
duce of a union between the plumand 
the apricot far out distances either of 
its parents. Nor isit only in size that 
there is this wonderful advance. 
Mr. Barbaok thinks nothing of

How isitalldone? Fora detailed 
answer to this question we must 
refer our readers to the “Century 
Magazine,” but to anyone who under= 
stands the operations of plants when 
left to themselves, it is enough to 
say that the application of a little 
pollen to the stigma of a different 
though allied plant is all that is 
required in the first instance. The 
resulting progeny may be something 
monstrous and only fit for destruc- 
tion, but there will be some plants 
of promise, and repetition of the same 
treatment in such cases, when done 
under the eye of one who sees farther 
into plant life than ever did man 
before him, is a'l that is necessary. 
Others can follow where Burbank 
leads the way, and the cry of the 
pessimist, that the world was becom- 
ing overpeopled and that in tho 
not far ant future men would 
only be able to exist by cutting 
each other's throats, has been 
shown to be less true than the 
confident hope of the optimist that 
before that crisis arrived a man would 
come who would feed the world as 
Moses fed the wandering Israelites. 
‘The man has come. The food is here. 
Even the desert will henceforth 
support a teeming population, for 
the Californian wonder has tamed 
the cactus. Its spines are gone. Its 
woody fibre has been developed into 
healub-giving food, its fruit toa well- 
flavoured sustenance fit for the sup- 
port of man or beast. 

Tt is most satisfactory to learn that 
for ten years to come this magician 
‘of the garden will have at his dis- 
posil for experimental purposes 
$10,000 gold from the Carnegie 
Institution, As has ever been the 
case, when the fight is over there is 
no lack of volunteers. We cannot 
forbear to mention a characteristic 
incident in Burbank’s career. From 
time immemorial orthodoxy has 
been hard on discoverers, Bur- 
bank has had to bear his share 
of obloguy from this source. A 
minister of the Gospel one day in- 








vited him to Church, and getting 
him there proceeded to denounce 
bim as a foe to God and men because

PREPARATIONS AT 
HONGKONG. 


Hongkong, 27th April.. 

Unusual naval and military pre- 
parations are being made to preserve 
the neutrality of the colony.

The Chairman—I would like to say that 
Mr. Oberg’s report or reports dealt with 
automatic exchanges, and other exchanges 
that are in use, but we are satisfied that 
agutomatic exchanges would not be satis- 
factory here. Perhaps Mr. Oberg would 
like to say something about it to the 
subscribers. 

Mr. Oberg—I am very pleased to follow 
the Chairman's suggestion, but should like 
to have before me my report ou automatic 
exchanges that I wrote shortly after I had 
visited the largest automatic exchange in 
the worl]. Imean the one in Chicago. 
Before I left Shanghxi I had read up a 

t deal about automatics, for a sorvice 
lispensing with operators and superinten- 
denee of theia, and where the. subscriber 
does everything himself, is the very ideal 
of « good, secret telephone service. It 
was with great hopes that such a system 
could be adopted here that I started on my, 
voyage. As soon as I landed at San Fran- 
cisco I was very much discouraged in this 
respect, for I found that although that 
portant telephone centre was altering its 
aystem and constructing three exchanges 
in the town capable of holding in all 
100,000 subscribers, no one had for a mo- 
ment thought of adopting the automatic 
system. Proceeding from there to Salt 
Lake City where they were constructing an 
exchange connecting up 100,000 subscribers 
nd further to Kansas City, St. Louis, and 
s0 ov, I did not find amongst telep! 
men who thought much of the 
automatic until I arrived at Chicago and 
visited the automatic exchange the 
This exchange is ovly eighteen months 
old, but boxsts of more than 6,000 sub- 
seribers, and I found inthe manager of 
the exchange a man who was enthusiastic 
in praise of the system which he took 
great trouble to explain to me in every 
detail. Yet I came away from hit quite 
certain that, in its present shape, the 
automatic is not suitable for a large ex- 
change. Any exchange of some importance 
now-a-days must calculate to have the 
number of subscribers running into five 
figures and a subscriber to an automatic 
exchange would therefore, when he rings 
up another subscriber, have to move hin 
dial down to five different numbers and 
hetween each time allow the dial to move 
slowly back at its own speed, This takes 
time and a great deal more attei than 
the ordinary business man with his head 
full? of things to remember is williny to 
bestow on a telephone if it can be avoided. 
nother drawback to the system is th 
when you ring up and get mn 
reply, you do net know if the person 
in out or if the line is out of order, 
d you would have to write to the ex- 
change to find our.

This cireum- 
stance explained itself when I was informed * 
that the company put up telephones to all 
who applied, charging no subscription and 
no installation fee, but on condition that 
cach message rent was paid for at the rate 
of five cents, It appeared to me as if the 
Chicago exchange was an effort to boom a 
very desirable invention but I may of course 
be wrong. As long, however, as the largo 
American companies, who pay 80 heavily 
for op2rators, do not adopt the automatic 
system wo may rest assured hero that it 
has considerable drawbacks besides its 
great costliness.

REPORT 
OF THE EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE OF THE 
INTERNATIONAL 
INSTITUTE. 


It has been deemed best to present to 
the Advisory Council and subscribers of 
the International Institute a brief re- 
sumé of the important matters which 
claimed the attention of the 
ecutive Committee of the Institute 
during the last half year. 

In the first place it is a sad duty to 
record here the death of Bishop Favier, 
which occurred recently at Peking, the 

ishop having been s member of the 
original Advisory Council while the In- 
itute was located at Peking and having 
rendered much assistance by his able 
advice on several occasions. A member 
of the Shanghai Advisory Counci) has 
also been removed from us by death, Mr. 
Max Collin of the Sino-Belgian Bank, 
‘whose loss is deeply regretted. 

Sir Robert Bredon whose cheerful 
encouragement, ggund advice, and strong 
faith in tho future of the Institute have 
been of invaluable assiatance, has resign. 
ed his active connection with the Insti- 
tuto on account of leaving Shanghai for 
Peking, but remains as an -honorary 
member of the Committee, Tho resigna- 
tion of Mr.’ J. L. Scott has likewise been 
accepted with much regret on account of 
his departate from Shangbai. In their 
places the Hon. James W. Davidson, 
‘American Acting Consul-General, Mr. 
Alexander McLeod and Mr. Chas. Iburg 
have been elected as members of the 
Executive Committee, subject to con- 
tion by the Advisory Council at 
In the absence of Sir 

, Mr. Davidson bas boon 
lected Acting Chairman of the Com- 
mitteo. 

A site on the Rue du Consulat in the 
French Concession having been already 
secured, a porion of the Building Fund 
(Taels eight thousand) has been yated by 
the.Committee to be used in epnstructing 
jing on the property and a further 
for an enclosing wall. This building 
been erected and isto serve as a Stu- 
dents’ Hall or building for classes. The 
edifice is three storeys high, with two large 
rooms anda hall on each floor. An enclos- 
ing wall has also been built, seven feet in 
height, consisting of brick ‘at the bottom 
in bars with wire netting stretching 
In the meantime classes have 
been temporarily conducted in a build- 
ing just east of the French Camp. 

Letters from Mr. Low in New York, 
and from Mr, Angier in London, show 
that Tacls seventeen: hundred have- been 
promised by friends in New York even 
before the subscription lit bad, an yot, 
been made public there, by the New York 
Committee ; while £700 (about Taels five 
thousand) had been subsoribed by mom- 
bers of the London Committee prior to 
public appeal.

It is desir- 
able to retain the original constitution of 
Institute, as that has been already 
approved by the Board of Foreign Affairs 
in Peking.

The I.-C. S, Yuenwo Totally 
Destroyed by Fire. 

News was received here late on Wed- 
nesday of the destruction by fire of the 
Indo-China Navigation Company's well- 
known river str. Yuenwo, but it was 
difficalt to obtain any definite confirma- 
tion or particulars. Yesterday there 
were many sources of information, but 
all the stories of the eye-witnesses differed 
material dotails. Amalgamating the 
coincident particulars of information from 
several sources the following is probably 
correct in the main. A

and with the assistance of boats sent to 
the rescue by the U. 8. gunboat Villalobos 
and strs, Suian and ui, the maj- 


ority of the passengers were sav 
Several natives lost their lives by jumping 
into the river without waiting for the 
boats ; others were burnt owing to re- 
maining on board and trying to save 
their goods and chattels. There aro 
various estimates as to the loss of life. 
No foreignors wero killed. One estimate 
is that not more than ton people are 
missing, but en the other hand it 
ported that one family alone, consisting 
of ton members, is missing. ‘The agente 
put the loss of life down at between 
thirty and forty, while native reports are 
to the effect that quite two hundred 
natives are unaccounted for. When the 
last boat wont alongside the ship. two 
natives were seen to have mounted the 
rails, ¢ told to jump. One jumped 
into the water and was saved, but the 
other apparently lost his head ‘and was 
seen to topple back into the midst of the 
flames. A compradore, or shroff, refused 
to leave the ship when opportunity came, 
but remained behind to fill his pock: 
with dollars and syoee. hen 
jumped into the river and the weight 
of thesilver caused him tosink. In the 
wator ho managed to divest himself of his 
clothing and silver and was eventually 
picked up. Some lives were lost through 
the natives who wore struggling in tho 
water attempting to clamber into boat 
which were alrendy fully loaded, causing 
them to swamp. The Yuenwo was 
beached bow on as soon as it was possible 
to do so, but this was the portion of the 
boat in which the fire was raging, and 
consequently the passengers’ were at the 
furthor end, making it necessary for 
them to swim ashore or take to the 
boats. Captain Flagg is ssid to have 
remained on board .to the last possible 
moment and eventually made his escape 
from the bow by climbing down the 
anchor chain. Tho foreign passengers 
and 264 native passengers and crow 
arrived here on Wednesday night by the 
Suian. Capt. Flagg and the officers 
accommodated on board the gunboat 
Villalobos for a time and afterwards 
Capt. Flagg scoured a junk, in which 
he and the chief officer and chief engineor 
remain for the present, standing by the 
burning vessel. 

Up to latest advices the Yuenwo wi 
still buraing and will probably burn for 
couple of days, the cargo being rice. She 
is practically burnt down to the water-line 
and only her steo! hull remains, 

‘Mr. Alfred Ross, who was a passenger 
on the steamer had a very narrow escape, 
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Ho wasawakened by the noise and had 
loft his cabin in time to get away by the 
first boat, but seeing the confusion 
‘among the Chinese he ran aft and on- 
deavoured to assist in restoring order. 
After throwing over lifebuoys, he as- 
sisted the 3rd officer to lower one of the 
port side boats. It was immediately 
filled by about 100 Chinese, and swamp: 
ed, the occupants being thrown into the 
water. Another boat was lowered, crowd- 
dp and swamped inthe, sane way. 
third boat was being lot down 

it canted over and Mr. Ross was caught 
by the leg in the balyards, romaining 
fixed and immersed up to the body in 
wator for sometime, Ho was rescued 
with some bruises and then attempted 
to escape on some spars, but only suc- 
ceeded in drifting round to the stern 
of the vessel where he clung on to the 
igval hauling. The water was full of 
struggling and drowning Chinese, and 
several of these clung on to Mr. Ross and 
almost pulled him under. Whon he was 
almost exhausted he managed to attract 
the attention of one of the ship's officers

Inthe following findings and recom- 
mendations the word “ opium” embraces

codeia, the other soporific alkaloids 
found in opium and their salts, and all 
other articles containing any of these 
substances arid commonly used to pro- 
duce the same effects as opium, 





wi profits by extending his business, and 
80 the use of opium is increased ; 

(b) Extonive smuggling also exists 
system as found in those 
countries visited by the Committee ; 

(c) The same objections as in one (1) 
exist under this system tothe revenue 
derived from farming ; 

(a) And, it is hardly moral to delegate 
to an individual, not a representative of 
the people, such authority in the way of 
supervising, detecting, and policing, as 
the farmer usually exercises. To exercise 
‘such authority is a function of govern- 
mont only. 























4.—Prommitio. 

Prohibition may be either immediate 
and complete or progressive. Immediate 
prohibition is likely to produce extreme 
suffering among those who are already 
habitués of opium, as it is exceodingly 
difficult for any one to discontinue the 
use of the drug at onco. . The investi 
tion of the Committeo loads it to believe 
that immediate prohibition is practicable 
ouly as preventive measure in com- 
munities where opium smoking has 1 
obtained. In those communities where 
opium is used and prohibition has beer 
tried, it has been found a 0 of 
blackmail. Progressive prohibition is 
considered under the head of Govern- 
ment monopoly. 

5.—Govenxuext Monoroty. 

A government monopoly seems on the 
whole to be the most desirablo, as a more 
nearly complete control may thus be had 
of the use of opium and the traffic 
therein. 

(a) The agents of sale, or dispensors, 
of opium must be salaried officials whose 
incomes shall in no way be influenced by 
the sales they make. 

(b) Smuggling would undoubtedly. 
exist; but it is a constant factor in sll 
the methods considered, and it is not be- 
ieved that smuggling would be greater 
under the government monopoly system 
than under another. 
(c) The proceeds of the government 
jonopoly should be so regulated that the 
income derived from that source should 
no more than meet the expenses there- 
with connected, in order to demonstrate 
that this method aims solely at control, 
repression, and abolition of the use of 
opium and the trafic therein, and is not 
a revenue method. 










































IT 18 THEREFORE RECOMMENDED: 

(2) That opium and the traffic therein 
be made a strict government monopoly 
immediately ; 

(2) That threo (3) yoars after that shall 
have been done, no opium. shall be im- 
ported, bought, or introduced into these 
islands, except by the government and 
for medical purposes only; (The time 
necessary to enable one accustomed to 
the uso of the drug to discontinue the 
habit has been estimated at from six 
months to twenty years.

er hold office under the government

(8) That in case a Chine: 
non-native violate any of tl 
gulations, or rules agai 
‘opium, he shall be punished for the first 
and second offences by fine or imprison- 
mont, or by both, and for the third 
offence by deportation from these islands, 
said deportation to last for at least five

(9) That the pupils in the publio 
schools of the Philippine Islands shall be 
taught the evil and debasing results of 
the opium h \ that a primer of 
hygiene containing this information (and 
such other as the Honourable, the Secre- 
tary of Public Instruction, may deom fit) 
be prepared and used as a text-book in 
said schools ; :

The principle reason for this 
condition of affairs, is the difficulty of obtaining transporting facilities from the mines to tide water, the Japanese 
Government having commandeered the rolling stock of the railways. ,
